as   microelectronics. 

While  head  of  this  department, 
Doxey  also  directed  development 
of  greatly  improved  primary  and 
storage  batteries  for  Army  field 
use,  and  special  missile  batteries 
that  release  large  bursts  of  ener- 
gy in  brief  periods. 

In  other  areas  of  power  sources, 
his  technical  leadership  encom- 
passed development  of  solar  cell 
systems  for  powering  satellite  in- 
struments, and  fuel  cell  work 
that  produced  significant  ad- 
vances in  development  of  such 
systems  for  generating  electrical 
energy. 

In  March,  1942,  Doxey  began 
his  first  position  with  the  govern- 
ment, as  a  civilian  physicist  in 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  Signal  Of- 
ficer in  Washington.  He  entered 
active  military  service  as  a  com- 
missioned officer  in  July  of  that 
year,  and  served  for  four  years.

NSC  Gets  Approval 
To  Borrow  Millions 
For  New  Buildings 

Northwestern  State  College  has 
been  granted  approval  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  seek 
private  financing  in  the  amount 
of  approximately  $7,000,000  for  a 
major  building  program. 

The  College  will  soon  seek 
non-Federal  and  non-State  mon- 
ies for  the  construction  of  men's 
and  women's  residence  halls  to 
house  1200  students,  a  dining  fa- 
cility, and  a  new  Student  Center. 

A  new  men's  dormitory,  Bos- 
sier Hall,  is  being  occupied  this 
spring.  It  will  house  218  men  and 
was  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$600,000.  The  new  Coliseum 
building  will  be  complteed  this 
spring.  An  administration  build- 
ing will  be  constructed  soon  with 
funds  already  made  available  by 
the  State. 

Nearing  completion  is  another 
in  a  series  of  brick  apartment 
buildings  for  married  students, 
which  are  replacing  wooden 
structures. 

A  new  women's  residence  hall, 
Louisiana  Hall,  was  occupied  last 
fall. 

The  successful  completion  of 
the  planned,  ambitious  building 
program  would  transform  the 
campus  into  an  enlarged,  modern 
physical  plant,  providing  oppor- 
tunities for  a  larger  student  body 
in  an  ever-beautiful  setting.
